FOLGER'S FINANCIAL SCHEMES. 
WASHINGTON, November 17.— It is ru- 
mored as a probability that Secretary Folger 
will recommend to congress in his an- 
nual report that measures be taken for the re- 
demption of the four and four and 
half per cent bonds, which will not mature 
ntil 1907 and 1891 respectively. It is said 
that he does not favor the proposition to buy 
these bonds in open market, and is inclined 
to submit all questions relative to their re- 
demption to congress. It is also said that the 
secretary is not disposed to take any action in 
regard to the currency sixes, but will submit 
the proposition concerning them to congress.

A FAITHFUL OFFICER. 

Wasnuincton, November 17.—General Ha- 
zen, chief signal officer of the army, has issued 
the following general orders: ‘‘The chief sig- 
nal officer invites attention to the conduct of 
Sergeant Michael McGaurin, of this corps, at 
Pensacola, Florida, during the past season, 
when yellow fever visited that city. In the 
face of an epidemic which unnerves the bra- 
vest meén, Sergeant MecGaurin = attended 
promptiy and quietly to his station duties, 
asked neither favors, change. additional help, 
nor relief, but maintained an unbroken series 
of observations which are of great value in 
the study of the development and progress 
oftheepidemic. His faithfulness under these 
trying circumstances entitles him to public 
commendation. 

A NOVEL CLAIM FOR PROMOTION 

WasHInGtTon, November 17.—The glazier 
whose putty-box received the second bullet 
fired by Guiteau at President Garfield, has 
applied to the board which is auditing the 
claims arising out of Garfield’s illness and 
death, seeking their influence to secure him 
a position as watchman in the government 
employment. General Wright, chief of en- 
gineers, has gone on a tour of inspection of 
works in progress on Mississippi river south 
of St. Louis. 

THE PERUVIAN EX-DICTATOR 

WASHINGTON, November 17.—Don Niclas 
Pe Peirola, ex-dictator of Peru, arrived 
here to-day. A New York associated 
press reporter interviewed him, but the net 
result was the statement that while ghe 
should be happy to see the head of our state 
departinent he had not come here for that 
purpose. He could add nothing to the state- 
ment already published in regard to the ob- 
ject of his visit to ‘he United States. He 
will remain here some days. 

DISCUSSED IN CABINET. 

WASHINGTON, November 17.—A _ cabinet 
session of two hours’ duration was held 
to-day. The time was wholly = de- 
voted to aconsideration of questions con- 
nected with the forthcoming presidential 
message and department reports. No politics 
or official changes were mooted.

WASHINGTON, November 17.—Representa- 
tive Kelley, of Pennsylvania, called on the 
president to-day. and urged him to embrace 
in bis message to Congress a sweeping reduc- 
tion in internal revenue tax. Kelley also 
called on Comiuissioner Raum to-day. 
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THE MISSISSIPPI WASTE, 


Opinion by Expertea that Artificial Resistance is Inef- 
fectual Aguinat the Current. 


HELENA, ARK., November 17.—The con- 
gressional Mississippi investigating commit- 
tee arrived here to-day. The afternoon was 
occupied with the examination of three 
pilots, Isaac D. Gough, Cove Holmes and 
Danie! E. Towall, all of whom gave testi- 
mony as to the general character of the 
government work on_ the _ Mississippi 
river. The substance of their evidence 
was that the river, in their opinion, had not 
been improved during the last twenty years 
beyond the taking out of snags and the put- 
ting up of government lights. They said it 
would be a good thing if the Mississippi 
could be confined within prescribed limits, 
but they did not believe any = such 
limiting of the river would be _ pos- 
sible. Mr. Towall, one of the oldest 
pilots on the river, said he believed the works 
being put up now by the government to pro- 
tect the bamks would be washed away during 
the coming season, because similar experi- 
ments had been tried before at Cairo, Mem- 
phis and Vicksburg, where the banks were in 
most favorable comdition for the test, 
but the moment the current shifted 
the works were washed away. At Vicksburg 
they were washed outin the middle of the 
river, so thatthey had become an obstruction 
to navigation, where supports were put in 
strong enough to resist the current. The 
sudden shifting of that current may bring it 
above the protected: banks, and then the 
effect is to at once cutout and lay waste 
the so-called protection. The cutoff made from 
time to time during high water temperorily 
shortens the channel, but the river forces its 
way into new bends below, so that the chan- 
nel length remains about the same. Testimo- 
ny was given upon the subject of the sudden 
shifting of the channel of the riv- 
er just above Helena. The channel 
where — the boats now run is 
where land was three years ago. The old 
channel is three miles inland. ‘The pilots are 
all agreed in the opinion that the current of 
the river when directed against any of its 
shores, is resistless, and that any artificial 
means employed to restrain it would fail. 
The committee left here this evening to in- 
spect the works at Providence Reach, sixty 
miles above Vicksburv.

bogus medical diploma dealer of that name. 
An inquest was held to-day, and a verdict 
found that the deceased came to her death 
from exhaustion, the result df a criminal op- 
eration at the hands of George Buchanan. 
The doctor was thereupon held to await the 
action of the district attorney.

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|RANDALL AND CARLISLE. 


THE COMING CONTEST OVER THE 
SPEAKERSHIP. 

Randall Promises to Make no Fuss if He Canzot Get 
the Gavel Easily—Why Westerners Prefer 
Car isle—The Elements Entering into 

the Contest— ihe Presidency, Etc. 


New York, Noverfber 17.—Samuel J. Ran- 
dall, Senator Vest and Congressman Frank 
Hurd were in the city to-day. “I find this 
talk about prospective democratic blunders a 
little ridiculous,” said the first named. ‘‘Not 
that thedemocracy is absolutely past blun- 
dering—every political party is liable te com- 
mit errors occasionally—but that the possi- 
bility of its doing so is a very poor straw for 
the republicans to cling to. So far this year, 
at any rate, the blundering has been all the 
other way, not only in thisstate butallover the 
union. In Ohio the republicans blundered by 
advocating a mild kind of prohibition,which,

bave been too numerous to mention, 
Massaciusetts—well, you have only to read 
tre published interviews with General Butler 
to know how they managed tiings there. In

“Then you believe in ultimate democratic 
success?’ 
‘Well, I believe that the prospects for the 
democracy are brighter at present than they 
have been in a very longtime.

Speaking of the contest for speaker in the 
forty-eighth congress, Senator Vest, before 
leaving for Washington at noon, said that 
‘“‘Every member from Missouri, save one, is 
for Carlisle. WhenI say one,’’ continued 
Senator Vest, “I mean Judge:;Buckner. I 
say this because he has always been a warm 
supporter Of Sam Randall. I do not know, 
however, that Judge Buckner will support 
Mr. Randall this time. I do know if he does, 
he will do it in opposition to the wishes of 
those who elected him.’’ 
“Then why do you favor Mr. Carlislie, of 
Kentucky, for speaker, asI take it you do 
from what you say?’ 
‘Because he is a broad-guage man. Carlisle 
a man not hampered by any narrow 
views upon any subject. He is a man who 
liberal and conservative on all ques 
tions. He isa man of large brain, and not 
at all vain inanything. He will, if elected 
speaker, and he will be, as sure as he lives, so 
form his committees as to give satisfaction 
to all sections; whereas, if Sam Randall was 
tu be chosen, he would do as he has done in 
the past, organize the house committees in 
the interest of a high protective tariff and the 
monopolies of the country, which would re- 
sult in the defeat of the democratic party in 
1884. You will observe that Mr. Randall, in 
the formation of his committees in the forty- 
fourth and forty-sixth congresses, so organiz- 
ed them as to completely disgust the people, 
and we lost not only the house but the presi- 
dency by his bullheadedness in the interest 
of eastern monopolists. However, 1 do not 
think it necessary to discuss the speakership, 
for the reason that Iam satisfied that Carlisle 
will get in on the first ballot in the demucrat 
ic caucus,”’ 

Senator Vest thinks that John G. Thompson 
should be made seargeant-at-arms, and ex- 
Congressman Stenger, of Pennsylvania, 
should be made clerk. Of Stenger, Mr. Vest 
said: ‘‘He isa man of ability, character and 
standing as a citizen, lawyer and politician. 
He is a good organizer and comes from the 
right section.’’ Vest thinks that the next 
democratic ticket will be Cleveland and Mc- 
Donald, 


Congressman Hurd had no doubt that much 
of the attention of the next congress would 
be devoted to the tariff. The present congress 
would not do much in the way of legislating 
on that question, asso many members were 
going out to make room for democrats that 
they would not attempt any serious legisla- 
tion. Mr. Hurd thinks that the next con- 
gress wil! settle the tariff question one way 
or the other. For his part he is an uncom- 
promising advocate of free trade, and believes 
this question wili be the leading one in the 
next presidential campaign. He says that a 
very strong free trade party will be found in 
the next congress, especially from the south 
and west. Speaking of the prospects of the 
democracy for 1884, Me.

DEMOCRATIC HARMONY. 
WASHINGTON, November 17.—There is an 
impression in the minds of a great many peo- 
ple tuat the democratic majority in the next 
nouse of representatives will be split tnmto two 
waring factions at the beginning of the ses- 
sion over the contest for speaker. A well-in- 
formed Pennsylvania democrat, who is a per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Randall, made the follow- 
ing statement to your correspondent to-day 
apropos of ‘the foregoing opinion: ‘There 
will be no factional fight in the democratic 
majority over the election of 
speaker, because Mr. randall = reyards 
the unity of the party in the house as ol 
much more importance than the choice of 
any man for speaker. If he cannot be elected 
without dividing the majority into factions, 
he will step aside and invite Mr. Carlisle to 
the place. It seems to me that the talk about 
electing a free trade speaker being the death- 
knell of the democratic party can only come 
from people with short memories. When the 
democrats came into power in the forty- 
fouth congress, Mr. Kerr, a free trader, was 
elected speaker, and Mr. wsforrison, also a 
free trader, was made chairman of the com- 
mittee on ways and means. The organiza- 
tion of the house in this manner was follow- 
ed by the election of Samuel J. Tilden as 
president of the United States.”’ 


THE UTAH COMMISSION. 


Faverable to the Mormon Side of the 
Case. 

SaLtt LaKE City, November 17.—The Ed- 
wards committee appointed Judge Goodwin, 
Colonel Sells and D.C. McLaughlin, Gentiles, 
and Judge Dusenbury and Frank Richards, 
Mormons, to constitute a canvassing board. 
They canvassed the vote for delegate till Fri- 
day, finding for Cain 23,030; for Vinzile 
4,880, and 12 scattering. Seven precincts, 
which registered 196 voters, have not been 
heard from. Before the canvass began Vin- 
zile protested against the votes for Cain being 
counted, because the tickets contained his 
name for the vacancy in the 47th congress, 
making the iicket so large that it could 
be distinguished through the _ envelope 
from the Gentile ticket, and because 
Cain is a polygamist. The commission over- 
rule the protest on the ground that the tick- 
kets were not in violation of the law of the 
territory or the order of the commissioner, 
and that it is not specifically charged and 
proved that Cain is actuaily a polygamist. Be- 
fore the certificate was issued Vanzile protes- 
ted against its issue on the ground that by the 
organic act the secretary must canvass the 
votes for delegate and the governor issue the 
certificate, and that the returns were incom- 
plete; but this protest was also overruled by 
the commissioner and the certificate was 
issued. The commissioner has sent a full 
report of its proceedings to Secretary Teller.

Wasuitncton, November 17.—The following 
important telegram from Peter Ronan, agent 
at Flathead Indian Agency, Montana, was 
received at the Indian office this morning: 
An immense crowd of railroad constructors 
now at work west of the reservation, in charge 
of J. L. Hallett, consisting of 7,400 men, with 
camp followers. gamblers, ex-convicts, lewd 
women, etc., are rapidly advancing to the 
borders ofthe-reservation, accompanied by 
portable saloons, gambling houses, etc. 
Merchants and traders of ali descrip- 
tions are also advancing with the 
construction party, and when the border of 
the reservation is reached the. question will 
arise whether this trade can be continued in 
an Indian country. I will require from 
your office some instructions of any modifi- 
cation should you propose such, in regard to 
intercourse laws. I.is evident that this vast 
army of laborers must be supplled while at 
work on the reservation, and if your in- 
structions imply a strict conformity to the 
intercourse laws governing Indian reserva-

a pleasure to me, as wel! asa duty, to be the 
instrument, even in the small degree, of set- 
ting right any man who has been grossly 
wronged, especially if he has risked life and 
reputation in defense of his country. I feel. 
as stated on a previous occasion, a double in- 
terest in this particalar case, because directly 
after the war, as general of the army when I 
might have been instrumental in having jus- 
tice done to Goneral Porter, and later as pres- 
ident of the United States, when I certainly 
could have done so, I labored under the firm 
convig@iiou that he was guiity; that the facts 
of the receipt of the 4:30 order were as found 
by the court, and that the position of the 
troops and numbers were as given in the first 
of these diagrams.

Killed at a Test Exhibition 

New York, November 17.—A water tower 
designated for use in the fire department of 
this city, while being tested in the Battery 
Park this morning was overturned and killed 
one man, mortally wounding another. The 
tower was introduced to the notice of the 
commissioners by Abner Greenleaf, of Balti- 
more, Md. All the fire commissioners and 
many members of the department were pres- 
ent at the exhibition. The man killed was 
struck by a section of the pipe attacned tothe 
tower. His neck was broken, his skull crush- 
ed and his legs fractured. He was about thir- 
ty five years old, and his name and residence 
are unknown. George H. Hair had bis skull 
fractured and will probably die. 


General Beaver has Nothing to Regret. 

ALLENTOWN, November 17.—The following 
is an extract from a letter which General 
Beaver wrote to General Robert McAllister, 
of this city, under date of Bellefonte, Nov- 
ember 10: “I have no personal disappoint- 
inent at the result of the election.

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Georgia’s General Assembly's Work-—The Question 
of Adjournment— The Judgeship Election— 
New Bills and Resolutions Introduced 
~Honoring the Memory of the Dead 


The senate met yesterday at the usual hour 
and was called to order by President Boyn- 
ton. Prayer was offered by Rev. John Jones, 
chaplain of the senate. The roll was called 
and the journal was read. Leave of absence 
was granted Messrs. Smith and McAfee. By 
request of the committee Messrs. Parks and 
Walker were added to the committee on lu- 
natic asylum. Mr. DuBignon, chairman of 
the committee on the judiciary made a re- 
port. Mr. Jones presented a resolution for 
the convening of the two houses in joint ses- 


sion on Tuesday immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal for the purpose of electing 
a judge and solicitor general of the Northeast- 
ern circuit. Theresolution wasagreed to and 
on its transmission tothe house was there 
amended by striking out “immediately after 
the reading of the journal’ and inserting 
“twelve o’clock.’’ By resolution of Mr. Pol- 
bill the treasurer was authorized to 
pay the senate porters, Under 
a suspension of the rules the following 
bills were introduced and referred: By Mr. 
Yow, a bill to regulate the sale of formulas 
patent for composting, and to require that all 
such be approved by the commissioner of ag- 
riculture. Also, a bill to require railroad 
companies to return their property for taxa- 
tion in the counties through which their 
roads pass, and for other purposes, 
By Mr. DeWolf, a Dill to protect 
the rights of incorporated cities by 
throwing certain restrictions around the offi- 
cers in the matter of voting on questions of 
appropriations. By Mr. Foster, a bill to give 
policemen anthority to make arrests on ex- 
cursion trains and pic nic grounds. By Mr. 
Greer, a bill to repeal sections 622, 623, 624 
and 625 of the code. By Mr. Jones, a bill to 
define the status of all foreign rail- 
road companies doing business in this state 
by lease or otherwise, etc. By Mr. Boynton, 
to amend the law to enable purchasers of rail- 
roads to form corporations giving them the 
right to increase their capitol stock in the 
same manner as other railroads companies do. 
By Mr. Greer, a bill to amend section 661 of 
the code. A message was _ received 
from the house notifying the senate of the 
passage of resolutions. Mr. J. William Jones 
and General Fitzhugh Lee were invited to 
seats on the floor. -The senate concurred in 
the house resolution that the journalizing 
clerk, Mr. J. T. Taylor, furnish the state 
printer with the copy of the journal as 
rapidly as it is ready, and _ pre- 
pare the index. The senate con- 
curred in the house resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a committee on adjournment 
and the president appointed on the part of 
the senate Messrs Parks, Polhill and Living- 
ston. The senate adjourned to meet at ten 
o'clock Monday. 
THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The house met at 10 o'clock and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap- 
lain. The journal was read and approved. 
Mr. McIntosh, of Dougherty, feat a reso- 
lution to appoint a committee to inquire into 
the feasibility of adjourning at an early day 
and holding a summer session. Agreed to. 
Mr. McCurry, of Hart, offered a resolution 
that whereas, at the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly the governor was requested 
to have full and complete investigations 
made with reference to the obstructions in 
the Savannah river, by the canal dam at Au- 
gusta, and to inquire into practicability of 
placing fish’ways.

chosen asthe representative of eight thousand peo- 
ple.

But while ‘Stone urn and animated bust back 
toits mansion can not call the fleeting dust,’’ he 
still lives in the example he set—lives in the love of 
his people—who honored him ard knew him best. 
No monument as yet marks his new-made, youth- 
ful grave. But he has reared for his remembrance, 
in the hearts of his fellow-men, the monument of 
his good works. Pure, spotless, unsullied by any 
wrong, I see itlift 1ts snowy column. Itis true it 
rests upon the earth where lies, in its last long 
slumber, his youthful form, but it points ever up- 
ward, upward to the great white throne. This 
monument we now sadly, reverently approach, and 
while we lay over it the sombre drapery of our 
grief, bind its snowy whiteness with the pure flow 
ers of our friendly affection. 

Inancient Grecian temples, in gilded niches, were 
laced the images of their gods, which pious, lov- 
ing hands daily festooned and decked with gar- 
lands. In memory’s halls, too, there are niches 
and when in after years the mind goes backwar 
through those long drawn aisles in one of the fair- 
est niches, wreathed with the never-fading love of 
all who knew him, will be seen the pure young 
image of Will W. Singleton. 

Mr. Dupree of Macon, in an eloquent tri- 
bute, portrayed the virtues of the deceased 
member, who passed away just as he had en- 
tered upon the career of manhood. He was 
nominated before he was of age, and while 
lying on a bed of pain and death he was 
elected to this house. He was the editor and 
proprietor ofa prospesous newspaper. He was 
a model citizen. A young man of genius and 
a citizen of irreproachable character. 

In him Georgia has lost a trea:ure. Mr. Roun- 
tree, of Brooks, paid a feeling tribute to the 
memory of the deceased. Mr. Shipp, of Chat- 
tahoochee, said he had known Mr. Singleton 
well, and bore testimony to his many virtues 
and his marked ability. He was loved by bis 
pecple, and his death left a gloom such as 
never before been seen in the old county of 
Marion. Mr. Johnston, of Baldwin, moved 
the adoption of the resolutions. They were 
adopted by a unanimous rising vote, and in 
honor of the deceased the honse adjourned to 
10 o’clock Monday. 
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AN OLD STAGER. 


A Georgia Stage Line Contractor's Memoriesa—March- 
ing Ahead of Rallroada. 
From the Macon, Ga., Graphic 

We had the pleasure of meeting yesterday 
with an old citizen of Macon, Mr. Frank kK. 
Wright, who is here on a-visit from Mexico. 
Mr. Wright came to Macon in 1837, and be- 
came a member of ‘the Macon Volunteers. 
His marriage in 1846 was celebrated by a feu- 
de-joie from the company, to whom he gave 
in return an infair at the old Washington 
hotel. The first train of cars from Savannah 
reached Macon on the completion of the Cen- 
tral railroad on the 13th of October, 1844, and 
long before the road was completed Mr 
Wright ran:a line of stages, transporting the 
mails and passengers to Macon in connection 
with the road as it progressed. After the 
trains ran regularly between Macon 
and Savannah, he _ started what was 
popularly known as the ‘Alligator line of 
stages,’ between Macon and Tallahassee, Fla. 
The stage ottice and the post office were in 
the old Floyd house, and Kelan Tyner was 
the postmaster. The route of this mail line 
was very circuitous, making the distance 220 
miles. He had four contracts for carrying the 
mails through a barren country almost un- 
known. Among the towns along the route 
were Perry, Travelers’ Rest, Americus, Starkg- 
ville, Albany, Newton, in Baker county® 
Bainbridge, Quincy, Fla., thence to tLalla- 
hassee. This contract continued for twenty 
yeais. He always kept ahead of the railroads 
with his stages,connecting with them as they 
progressed and delivered the mails and passen- 
gers at their destination. He preceded the 
Southwestern raiiroad until its completion, 
and was one of the most well known men in 
that portion -of Georgia. He commenced 
farming in southwestern Georgia in 1857, 
which business he continued until 1871. He 
abandoned staging a short time in 1861, at the 
beginning of the war, but resumed and con- 
tinued for three years under a contract with 
the post-otlice departmentof the confederate 
government, running a line of stages between 
Albany, Ga., and Tallahassee. 

In 1871 Mr. Wright went to Texas and start 
ed a stage line from Marshall to Clarkesville 
and from Longview to Dallas, and from Long- 
view to Navosotte, the three routes being 500 
miles. Heran, also, another route from Jeifer- 
son, fexas, to Washington, Arkansas, distance 
150 miles, Railroads having been built up 
they chased the stage lines off these routes,and 
in 1874 he went to Austin, Texas, and now 
runs a line of stages from . Austin 
to Belton, distance 70 miles, and 
from Austin to San Ar tonio, BO 
miles, and from Austin to Luling, 50 miles, 
from San Antonio to Larado on the Rio 
Grande, 180 miles, allof which are under con- 
tracts with the United States government. 
Also a line from Larado to Monterey in Mex- 
ico, 180 miles, and from Monterey to Salt- 
illo, under the authority of the Mexican 
government. He intends to keep ahead of 
the railroads by this new route until his 
Texas mustangs will deliver the mails at the 
halls of the Montezumasin the proud capi- 
tal of Mexico.

GEORGIA. 


Arrest of a Suspected Burglar sat Lswrencevilie— 
A Charge of Repe—Cotton Received and Stolen 
in Thomaston—Fire Near Byron- A Runa- 
awey Marriage in Fort Valley.

LAWRENCEVILLE, November 17—A few days 
agoaman calling himself Garland came to 
the house of Mr. Waiters’, who lives near 
Lawrenceville, and asked for board for two 
or three days.

When he went out to extin- 
guish the fire they entered his house and shot 
at his wife and niece, and seized his trunk, 
containing one thousand dollars in money, 
and bonds to the amount of 385,000. The 
bonds are described as follows: One United 
States 4 per cent. of 1907, No, 55,805, $1,000. 
One Georzia7 per cent. first mortgage bond, 
W. and A. railroad, payable in 1866, and No. 
109 for $1,000. One Georgia railroad bond 6 
per cent., No. 1709, and due in 1910, issued 
January Ist, 1881, $1,000. One Georgia rail 
road bond 6 per cent., No. 772, issued July 2d, 
1897, due 1896, $1,000. The man was arrested 
last night and brought to jail. After making 
several contradictory statements he said that 
if Sheriff Patterson would furnish him with 
some morphine he would tell him all he 
knew about the robbery. When the sheriff 
returned with the morphine he stated that if 
he would take him into the woods where he 
had hid the gold he would give him $200 if 
he would take his. shackles off and re- 
lease bim. Of course Mr. Pat- 
terson refused this. A dispatch 
was sent to the police in Griffin}and they 
rereplied, ‘Hold L. Furguson,”’ 
the prisoner having stated that his name was

BETWEEN the royalists, who seek to bring in 
a pretender, and the socialists, who prefer 
anarchy to anything else, the republic of 
France is not free of unrest. The govern- 
ment does not, however, fear either set of ag- 
itators. The peasantry of the country are at 
its back, and while this is so it cannot be 
overturned, The peasantry of France is now 
its backbone. It is made up of industrious, 
sensible, money-saving, patriotic mep. The 
increase in intelligence in the country since 
the republic was established is something re- 
markable, and the hope of the couatry is 
found in the conservatism and hard sense of 
this class of its people.

THe pension agents are busily engaged in 
circulating petitions for a new raid on the 
treasury. Under the existing law applicants 
whose claims have been filed for the first 
time within the last two years are not enti- 
tled to arrears. The new petitions are started 
to get this restriction removed, and it is esti- 
mated that a good portion of the million who 
have not filed claims would do so. This 
would double the present enormous outgo 
on account of pensions, and prevent any ma- 
terial reduction, much less a repeal, of the 
internal révenue law. Southern members 
should have sense and courage enough to re- 
sist the proposed attack upon the treasury of 
pension agents and fraudulent claimants. 


THE SECOND SESSION, 

An immense amount of unfinished business 
awaits the actionof congress. There are bills 
pending to establish a uniform system of 
bankruptcy, a matter of wide interest, and in 
some sections considered almost indispensable. 
There is also a proposition to regulate and re- 
form the civil service. The question of regu- 
lating commerce between the states—in other 
words, to regulate the railroads—is also ready, 
and so is the bill to aid public education by 
devoting at least the net proceeds of the 
sales of public lands to that purpose. 
Bills for the regulation of the electoral count 
are also pending, and there is scarcely a 
thoughtful man in the country who does not 
desire legislation that will render impossible 
a repetition of the dangerous complications 
that followed the election of 1876. Then 
there are bills to limit the coinage of silver 
dollars, to give relief to the supreme court, to 
regulate the removal of causesfrom state to 
federal courts, relative tothe condition of 
American shipping, and very many 
others of deep and _ popular interest, 
There are 200 senate bills now lying on the 
speaker's table, and the house has before it 
fully 500 that have been reported favorably. 
Back of these bills are thousands that are in 

e hands of the committees. 

The republican papers do not urge the pas- 
sage Of any of these bills. They seem even 
to have forgotten the regular appropriation 
bills. They want nothing now except meas- 
ures calculated to atone for the action or non- 
action of the last eession. They want 
bills that will save. ‘“‘the grand old 
party.”

THE DUTY OF CITIZENS. 
In a few weeks the municipal election will 
It is an election which, although im- 


citizens generally allow to go by default. 
And yet, after the election is over, those who 
tailed to register are generally the first to 
complain and criticize the mistakes of a 
new administration. There is large room for 
reform just here. The selection ofa city 
government is of more vital importance to 
the property-owners and tax-payers of At- 
lanta than the election of president. Thein- 
terests of Atlanta and her people are vast, 
complicated and important, and it is abso- 
lutely essential that th management of these 
interests should be placed in the hands of 
only the best men. 

How can this be done if the election is to be 
abandoned to those who possess the right to 
vote, but who have little or no interest in re 
sults? Criticism after an election is over 
amounts to nothing; complainis are worse 
than useless; regrets are vain. There is but 
one way to secure good city government. Let 
those who are interested in securing it go and 
register and then vote for the best man. If 
reforms are needed, this is the way to bring it 
about; if good government is necessary to the 
prosperity of the city, this 1s the way to get it. 

It is absurd for men who neglect to register, 
and thus lose their votes, to engage in com- 
plaint or criticism in regard to the city gov- 
ernment. The only effective criticism is that 
active sort which prompts a citizen to register, 
and to give a little of his time and influence 
to securing the election of men worthy of the 
great responsibilities attached to the trust re- 
posed in those who are selected to manage the 
complicated interests ot a growing city. 

The registration books are now open, and 
it is the duty of every citizen to take this pre- 
liminary step toward the selection of those 
who are to have practical charge of the prop- 
erty interests of the city.

There is nothing to make the annual fall of Ne 
vember meteors of spe 


lows her way through 
November meteor zone. This is an 
mense hoop or eclipse revolving around 
the sur, its peribelion resting on the earth's orbit, 
and its aphelion extending bey6dnd the orbit of 
Uranus. When the earth meets this November me- 
teor zone ja November, many struggling meteor- 
eids impinge against her atmosphere, and being ig- 
nited by the tremendous force, descend as shooting 
Stars to the eatth At common times the number of 
November meteors falling to the earth is inconsid- 
erable, for they are as yet sparsely scattered through 
the zone. But once in thirty-three years and a quar- 
ter the earth encounters the thickest portion of the 
swarm,and the meteors then descend in a rain of 
fire that forms one of the most superb displays the 
present. Those who live until 1899 may 
) Witness such an awe inspiring and magniiti- 
centscene.

It was discovered that a telescopic ce 
known as Temple's comet, moved in the same 
with the meteors and that the meteors were si 
the comet's tail breaking into fragments. The 

is comparatively of recent formation, and the p 
cess of disintegration has only advanced far enou 
to fill densely about one-fifteenth of meteo 
orbit. When its revolution of thirty-three and 
quarter years is accomplished, the earth 
pell mell into the vapory nucleus of the comet and 
the dense meteor swarm into which its tail is being 
transformed, while shooting stars cover the sky like 
tiery clouds, and descend like a fall of snow. 

It is supposed we are indebted to the planet Ura 
nus for this erratic member of the system. About 
the year 126 of the Christian era, Temple’s comet 
chauced to come in the way of the planet. He 
seized the prize remorselessly changed ijs orbit to 
an elipse, and hascompelled it ever since to revolve 
inan orbit marked out by his attractive force. 
Thousands of years hence the meteors will be scat- 
tered evenly through the whole zone, and then 
there Will be an annual fall worth looking for, 
as in the case of the August meteors, while 
the grand periodic ‘displays will no lon 
ger be visible. The astronomers of 
those days will, perhaps, delight their eyes with 
similar displays from the splitting up of other 
comets caughtin thesame net. We cannot, there- 
fore, anticipate anything brilliant in the line of 
falling stars on the nights of the 12th, 15th, and 
lith. But it is well to keep diligent watch, for 
nothing is more uncertain than the proceedings of 
these tiny atoms that fill interstellar space, and the 
coming November shower may bring an ulex- 
pected downfall. 

The radiant pointof the November meteors is in 
the constellation Leo, and for this reasou they are 
called Leonids Starting from this point, they 
make their way in every possible direction over the 
sky. The best time for observation—though strag- 
elers may be picked up any time after the darkness 
reigns over the land—is about three o'clock in the 
morning, when the familiarj sicle that marks this 
group of stars is well upin the east, and the tiny 
Visitors will be most likely to make their appear 
ance. Those who rise at this early hour may hope 
for a double enjoyment, for the eomet spreads out 
its silvery train net very far from the radiant point 
of the Leonids, and some of the falling stars will 
be likely to encroach upon its domain

TO ESCAPE EVIL, 


Why Maggie Yarwoed, of Clarkesville, Comes te 
Atlanta te Earn a Living. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly received 
a telegram from Clarkesville, Georgia, signed 
by Martha Yarwood, asking for the detention 
of Maggie Yarwood who was supposed to be 
a passenger aboard the Alir-Line train due 
here at one o’clock in the afternoon. The 
telegram also stated that Miss Maggie, of 
whom a careful descripciom was wired the 
chief of police, was running away from home, 
Immediately after the receipt of the message 
the chief detailed two men to watch upon the 
arrival of the train, and when the engine 
came toa halt in the union depot and the 
passengers began to leave the coaches the offi- 
cers found no trouble in securing the lady so 
accurately did her se even one tally with the 
description. But a description was hardly 
necessary, for when the officers asked her 
name she replied without any hesitanay, 
‘Maggie Yarwood.” She was then escorted 
to police headquarters and shown the tele- 
gram. When informed that she must return 
to her mother, she burst into tears and plead 
to be permitted,;to stay in Atlanta. Her 
strange manner and her stroug pleading in- 
duced the chief of police to ask for 
her reasons, and when she had completed 
her recital her prayer was granted. ‘‘As you 
know,’’ she began, ‘‘my name is Maggie Yar- 
wood and my home is at Clarksville. I am 
sixteen years of age and as my hands show 
am used to labor. I came to Atlantato make 
my living and for that purpose I am going to 
stay here. My father and mother have been 
separated for years and that separation was 
caused by my mother’s conduct. She was 
too fond of other people and has often tried 
to get me to follow in her footsteps but 
I have steadily refused. Recently she 
has been so persistent in her efforts to accom 
plish my ruin that I left home, and here I 
am. Ido not want to go back, and I am not 
going back. I want a chance to make a 
living, and if you will let me stay here I will 
show you that I mean what I say.’’ 

Her story was told in a plain, straightfor- 
ward manner, which carried conviction with 
it. She is decidedly pzetty, and is evidently 
in earnest about trying to live by her own 
exertions. She has a round face, with 
red cheeks and_- golden hair, and 
talks in a pleasant, even tone. After hearing 
her recital Chief Connolly secured accommo- 
dation for Miss Maggie at the Benevolent 
home, where she will remain until she can 
find something to do by which she can earn 
an honest living.
